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Shyamal: What does KK stand for, and could you tell our readers a bit 
about yourself?

‘cause its short and sweet, easy to remember and people know me by 
that name. To tell you about me, | was born and brought up in Delhi, 
did my schooling education over there. | love my music, love to 
perform live I'm a very laid back character, not to pushy but 
sometimes | get pretty wild on stage. | love to eat and well that's 
about it, the shorter version at least (laughs). 


Shyamal: Could you give us an insight on your musical background? 


KK: Initially | started of my training surrounded by the four walls 
of my bathroom. After that | did have some training in school, but 
that was very informal stuff. In fact my dad did send me to classes 
but the best | could do was attend it for 3 days, that was it, and that 
was good because with training and all | might have sounded totally 
different, so in a way it was a good thing not to happen, ‘cause I'm 
happy with the way | sing. 


Shyamal: What were your musical influences when you were young? 


KK: When, | first started listening to music it was disco like ABBA 
and BONEY M, then as my friend circle changed so did the music 
which was rock, both hard & soft, for e.g. guys like Def Lepperd and 
White Snake. Now a days my tastes have changed 
to good pop music. That's what time does, as you 
mature your tastes change gradually. | just freak 
out on George Michael's music. 


Shyamal: Did your family and friends support you 
all the way? 


KK: My family especially my mother & father 
were very, very supportive of decision to give up 
everything and concentrate on my music. |t was 
like after college, | did not know exactly where | 
was headed sort of confused so | took up a sales 
Job. But after some time | could not take it, it was 
like | was trapped, so | left the job and decided to 
take up music. When told my dad about he 
understood exactly were | was coming from. | 
mean | could not have come so far without my 
families help. 


Shyamal: When did your career as a professional 
music singer take off? 


KK: Actually, its not that one fine day | become a 
professional musician. | started seriously in my 
college days, but | would say the turning point 
would be the day | left my bob and started focusing 
on singing while in Delhi. | started doing a whole 
lot of jingles for ads and some live shows, that was 
the time | started being recognized as a 
professional musician. 


Shyamal: Television ads, bollywood and know your 
own album can your tell us a bit about the 
transition? 
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KK: Well | started of with jingles, that was the first step 
to being a singer. Secondly | felt very comfortable with 
the ad scenario, and | always have a great time doing 
stuff like Monte Carlo, and the latest Pepsi one the Yeh 
Dil Mange More Jingle. | have not done many songs for 
Bollywood. | have worked with a guy called Ismail & of 
course Rehman which was a great experience, but | 
always wanted to out my own album. That was my 
dream. 


Shyamal: Tell us a bit about the album? 


KK: Well basically the album has a very rock ‘n’ roll feel 
to it, so the most challenging part of the recording was 
to create a feel that could be understood by the man on 
the street. The aim of the album is to tell the people a 
story in their language but with different kinds of 
vibes in the background. As for the song writing, | 
have written a lot of the stuff and some of the songs 
have been co-written by me. | teamed up with Mehboob 
who I've known since my Rehman days. So we kind of 
Just used to bounce off ideas and decide on the thing 
that sounded just right. The composing has been done 
by Lezz, (of Colonial Cousins fame) there is a lot of him 
on the album, and he just took our music to another 
level. 


Shyamal: Did this break come easily or was it a struggle at the 
beginning? 

KK: Well, when | moved from Delhi to Bombay with my wife it was 
pretty tough, | mean | was new to this city, did not know many 
people. At that time my wife supported me tremendously. So for 
about six months there was a dry period & | was living of my life 
savings, that’s when Lezz come up to me and said that if | showed 
patience & perseverance things would work out for me. And they 
did, but there was a period of insecurity with no particular direction 
in life, but then Lezz introduced me to guys at Sony, | showed them 
my work, which they liked. Then they singed me on. 


Shyamal: What instruments do you play? 

KK: | have played the drums ever since tenth standard, it was always 
my favourite instrument, | also play a bit of the keyboards but that's 
only basics and not very, very professional. 


Shyamal: Do like performing and why? 


KK: | love live gigs, because there is a connection with the people 
who like your music, where as in the studio everything is so 
technical, like the mike, the equipment but in live shows there is 
this electricity, a sort of energy which | just love. 


Shyamal: What are the tips you would give to youngsters who want 
to make music as their careers? 

KK: If the youngsters want to do this just for the money & 
fame |'m the wrong guy to ask, but if you do it for the 
love of music then | would say do what you like to do, 
do not compromise and let it come from the depths of 
your heart. 


Shyamal: Which are your favourite tracks on the album? 


KK: All of them are really good. The album is a mix of fast 
and slow tracks. Among the slow ones | like ‘Pyar Ke Pal’ 
which is like a classic ballad. While amongst the fast ones 
| like ‘Dil Se Mat Khel’ & ‘Aap Ke Pass’. 


Shyamal: What does the future hold for KK? 

KK: Immediate plans are basically to make the video and 
await for the album release, the promotional tour. 
Generally speaking | definitely want to be an integral part 
of the pop, Indie pop scene in India, cut some more 
albums. Maybe after I've established myself in India, | 
could do some work on the international scene. 


Shyamal: Please say a few words for our readers? 


KK: Well keep reading and listening to good music. And 
you (the readers) all are the reason |'m here. | mean If you 
all were not interested | would not be here thank you.

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In 1991 three young girls danced their way into 
everybody's heart with their own brand of hip -hop. Their funky 
music and ultra cool videos became an instant hit with the young 
generation the world over and their chemistry was undeniable. 
They were - TLC and though they have millions of fans, what most 
people don’t know about is the reschance and determination of 
this talented trio that has seen them overcome some disastrous 
events that had threatened to cut short their eight year old career. 
Overcoming all the trials and tribulations TLC a group which was 
conceived to represent the most desirable tract of womanhood, 
has today evolved into a formidable trio of ' 
mature artists in their own right. 

Hailing from Atlanta, Geogia 
Rozanda ‘Chill’ Thomas, Lisa ‘Left Eye’ 
Lopez and Tionne ‘T-Boz’ Watkins began 
their careers with mundane blue collared 
jobs like a fast food worker and a hair 
stylist. They were finally discovered by 
singer/producer Perri ‘Pebbles’ Raid and 
noted R & B hit-maker Dallas Austin, who 
signed them to a management contract. 
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Reid’s production company-Pebbstone in turn secured . TLC a 
recording contract with La Face Records, a subsidary of Arista co- 
founded by Antonio ‘LA’ Reid and Kenny ‘Babyface’ Edmond. In 
1991 TLC went on to complete and release their debut album 
Oooooooohhh... On The TLC Tip. The album was released to a lot of 
glitz and gimmickry as well as a series of adrenaline - pumping 
videos with hit singles such as ‘Ain't 2 Proud 2 Beg’, ‘Baby Baby 
Baby’ and ‘What About Your Friends’, the album shot thru the top 
10 and recorded sales of over 4 million copies in the US alone. With 
rap music being dominant during this period this 
trio of girl rappers became a clear favorite with 
the hip - hop generation. Even film director John 
Singleton took notice and signed up ILC to 
record a Newill remake of The Times ‘Get It Up’. 
After the success of their debut album and 
against all expectations, the group took a three - 
year hiatus to fashion their second album. 
During this time they not only underwent 
significant changes in image and style, but they 
also experienced the first of several personal 
traumas that threatened their career. Reacting to 
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a major argument with her boyfriend Andru Rison, Lopez set fire to 
his $8,61,000 home and also smashed a couple of near by cars in 
a fit of rage. Although the couple reconciled soon after, the courts 
slapped Lopez with a fine of $10,000 and 5 years probation. But 
because she invoked a defense that showed her as a problem 
drinker, Lopez was also required to undergo rehab. In an interview 
later, Lopez said her retaliation against those who deemed her 
unstable took the form of renewed musical vigor. “| didn’t struggle 
this far to have people tear down she added”. 

In November 1994, TLC released their much awaited 
second album titled Crazy, Sexy, Cool unlike their first effort this 
album presented a less teeny - bopperish TLC. With hardly and rap 
songs. Produced by the tean of Austin Babyface and Sean ‘Puffy’ 
Combs, this album unveiled a more mature TLC with some 
amazingly polished sounds. Crazy Sexy Cool smashed thru’ the 
world over with scorching hits like ‘Creep’, ‘Red Light Special’, the 
funky ‘Digger On You’ and the stunning ‘Waterfalls’. The album not 
only sold 10 million copies but also presented TLC as a major force 
in the music world by garnering a plethora of prestigious music 
award nominations. Among the major awards they carried home 
were:- Grammy's for Best R & B Album and Best R & B Performance 
by a Duo or Group, MTV Video Music Awards for Best Video of the 
Year, Best R & B Video, Boot Group Video and the Viewers Choice 
Award —all for their number 1 smash hit ‘Waterfalls’. 


But things were not hunky-dony as they seemed. Multi- 
platinium album sales notwithstanding, TLC was struggling to get its 
financial affairs in order. Within a year of the release of Crazy Sexy 


~ Cool, the trio filed Chapter |! bankruptcy, having incurred debts of 


approximately $ 3.5 million. And the groups monetary trouble 
wreaked havoc within TLC’s inner circle, with accusations flying fast 
and furious between the La Face personnel, the management 
company and the group itself. With their music careers being 
temporarily put on hold, the trio started devoting more time to 
personal projects. T-Boz began speaking publicity about her 
struggle with sickle cell anemia and subsequently became a 
spokesperson for the National Sickle Cell Association. She also 
landed a role in the Hype Williams film - Belly, co-founded a line of 
clothing called Crongy Colamoron with Dallas Austin, wrote a book 
of poetry and now has a cartoon in development. Meanwhile, Chilli 
gave birth to a son ‘Tron, who was identically fathered by Austin. 
She too managed to have a role in the movie ‘Have Plenty’. 
However, Left Eye continued singing and lent her voice to Method 
Man's Tical 2000. She started her own record company - Left Eye 
Productions and has reportedly completed her first solo album 
tentatively tilted Fantasy.com! Slated for release later in 1999. She 
also got the job as hostess of the popular daily MTV talent show 
‘The Cut’. 

Finally putting aside all the acrimony and turmoil, TLC 
began work on their third album, and put to rest many rumours and 
innuendos regarding their future. The album, structured as a 
acknowledgment of the loyalty of their fans, was aptly titled ‘Fast 
Mail’ and was released in February 1999. It features the trios most 
personal work till date and carries ‘Subtle’ undertones of the crises 
of the group has endured. The album also showcases the trios 
evolution lowered a more mature and aggressive sound of music 
and is packed with sure-fire hits like ‘No Scrubs’, ‘Silly Ho’, and ‘I’m 
Good At Being Bad.’ Their fans also shared that the group’s faith in 
them was well placed as ‘Fan Mail’ catapulled to the top of the 
charts win one of the biggest debuts of the year. The album has 
sold over half a million copies in the first 2 weeks of its release. Ina 
recent interview Chills explained the theme behind the album, “We 
wanted to make this album universal. It’s for our fans, but its also 
for people who have never heard us. We have this combinations of 
personalities and chemistry coupled together - and what we've 
been through has prepared us for what we're doing now”. 

The success of ‘FanMail’ proves that TLC is back and 
better than ever. The trio are now also gearing up for their first 
world tour, this summer. Well cheers to this gutsy trio and we hope 
they get crazier, sexier and cool, cool, cooll!

But it wasn’t till 1965, when Elvis 
was still king, and The Beatles ruled the waves, when ‘| Got You 
Babe’ hit no.1 across the world. The duo's first big hit, it set the ball 
rolling for the big league. Cher's first solo effect ‘Bang Bang, My 
Baby Shot Me Down’ topped charts the very next year. By the time 
Neil Armstrong landed on the moon in ‘69, Cher and Sonny officially 
got married, had a daughter named Chastity, and even completed a 
film of the same name. 

With the spaced out sixties finito, in came the swinging 
seventies - with the duo in full form. First they got their own TV 
show, then the album ‘Dark Lady’ brings another gold disc for Cher. 
Ofcourse the trouble is, when both the people are wild and crazy, 
sparks are bound to fly. So it came as no surprise, when the little 
hellcat Cher and Sonny go divorced in ‘75. Now this is where is gets 
juicy. Cher, three days after getting her divorce, married musician 
Gregory Le Noire Allman at Caesars Palace in Las Vegas. Ten days 
later- POW! She dumps the poor sucker and files for divorce. The 
decision, she says was because of Allman’s constant drug abuse and 
stuff.

They say ‘life can be tough when you've got famous 
parents, but imagine how tough life would be if not only was your 
father a legendary musician, but your sister had sold millions of 
albums to boot. Well, that's the situation that poor old Eagle-Eye 
Cherry found himself in - a young musician who just happened to 
be the son of legendary jazz musician, Don Cherry and brother of 
sexy diva, Neneh Cherry. But with a Top Ten album (‘Desireless’) 
and two Top Ten hits (Save Tonight’ and ‘Falling In Love Again’), 


Eagle-Eye doesn't have a hell of a lot to complain about... 
We caught up with Eagle-Eye in Strasbourg on the 
phone, right in the middle of his European tour, which he was 


enjoying, but he admitted that he couldn't wait to play Ireland ° 


(he played the Olympia Theatre on November 27): "I'm looking 
forward to Ireland", he told us. "I've never been there before, but 
everyone I've met from there has been really nice. And |'m 
looking forward to getting a real pint of Guinness-|'ve been told 
that | haven't had a proper print of Guinness until I've been to 
Ireland". 

Born in rural Sweden and brought up in Brooklyn, New 
York, music was obviously a part of Eagle-Eye's life from an early 
age, due mostly to his late father. Indeed, the title track of his 
debut album in a tribute of sorts : 
to his father, who died while 
the album was being 
completed: "! probably would 
have done a Don Cherry song 
regardless of whether he had 
passed away or not", he admits. 
"Not only was he one of the 
greatest musician, he was also a 
great man.

The 
place was so much fun that people started traveling from London to 
party there. Meanwhile, the second Fatboy Slim single, the thumping

And finally, in 
1995 came — Fatboy Slim. 

The name “Fatboy Slim”, according to Norman, comes from 
a “Louisiana blues singer from the 40's famed for a song called 
“Baby, | Want a Piece of Your Pie”.
